Claims 9 and lO stand rej ected under 3 5 U. S . C . 112 , 
first paragraph , for lack of enablement regarding the route of 
administration . Applicants traverse this rej ection as the 
convent i onal rout e s of adminis t rat ion are we 1 1 known to the 
ordinary practitioner. However, in order to advance the 
prosecution of this application. Applicants have cancelled claims 
9 and lO without prejudice to pursuing patent protection for 
those claims in a continuation application . 
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Claims 1-4, 6, 8 and 11 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102 (b) for anticipation by Hu et al . Hu et al is said to teach 
the full length protein YKL-39 in a pharmaceutical composition 
and with a detection agent . 

Applicants respectfully submit that the claims do not 
read on the full length protein disclosed by Hu et al. It is 
believed that with the present amendments, which clarify this 
fact, claims 1-4 , 6-8 and 11-12 are in condition for allowance. 
Favorable action is solicited.
